breads nor 1n the Wine. but what is in ordinary bread, 
but as the-Character of Geds inſtitution comes on it. 
In things ot this nature the rule 1s, I will have mer- 
cy andnot ſacrifice Exed. 8. 26. Moſes protefieth 
he would not ſacrifice among the &gyprians, be- 
cauſe they would ftone hum pretently,1Sam.s. 12. the 
Kingdome was citabliſhed 1n Devias hands; all things 
were at quiet, before he would bring in theArke.c.6,'n 
tumultuous times 1t 15 dangerous to alter any thing 
in matters of Religion of this ſort, more then needs, 
like the giving of a purge to one ina Feaver; it may 
perhaps bring death - for it both puts a new Title 
on the quarrell , and divides among the Friends too, 
and acquaintance of the cauſe ; not to change, 
is not ſo much policie as religions ; and Religt- 
on will never thrive the worle tor it; the Goſpell 
tells us there 1s a leavening time , wherein the lea- 
yen 1s put into the meale before ſuch time as it 1s 
kneaded up:the ſum is,pol:cy muſt not make any thin 
hinder our Cenfeſion;policy may, and 1s a juit grounds 
why men ſhould forbeare the profeſsiov of ſome 
things that arc good 3 but that is the firſt thing. 

2. Would you make a thorough Refermatien, take 
heed to the Lawes ; whenee 15 it that there are ſo ma- 
ny Nen-&Reſidents , that doe not feed but ſtarve the 
Flock? we have a Law for it : whence is 1t that men 

_ are forced to prophane the Lords Supper . and to cat 
and drinke their owne damnation ? But becaule 
' you havea Law:that men of fixteene yeares of Age 
muſt come to the Sacrament : A Law like the Spam. 
ards Practice, who torced the Indians into the Ri-

ver to be baptiſed and then cut their throats ; a lefle 
&vill then this drinking of damnation;whence came 
it that the ceremonies grew to be like clouds,ſo ma- 
RY were introduc't, that the g/ory could not bee 
ſcene ; but becauſe there was a Law of retaining 
{uch , as were among the Papilts apr ro frrre wp the 
aut! munde of man ts the remembrance of h'15 draie, by 
ſome norable ſignification, whereby he might bee ed1- 
fied, as you may finde it in the Booke of Common 
Prayer. Take heed unto the Lawes , (1 had almott 
ſaid, if I might crave pardon for the word ) take 
heed wbat Lawes you make in mattcrs of Religion ; 
for it the thing ſhould fall out to be evill (as what 
man 1s there that erres not) when once it 15a Law, 


it will be followed: Hoſ.5.11.they w:{isgh followed 


the commandement of worſhipping the Calves; 
the counſels of Jer0b92m.and his pertwations prevai-

ofition. Suppoſe the thing bee good, a Law , will 
bee a Ne plus alira, beyond which men will not 
goe, and ſo it may either hinder, or .make a tu- 
ture reformation harder. Not to be contented to 
doe what is injoyned by men of witedome, that 
will bee accounted #»quierneſſe of ſpirit at the 
beſt ; and to goe any further then the Law, will 
bee eſteemed priae , if not diſobedience, Moſes 
gave the Law of Divorce, and you ſhall ftinde that 
men ſtucke ſo unto that, that Chriſts interpreta- 
tion of it would not paſle : yet that you may not 
be miſtaken. conſider that the things of Religion 
are of ſeverall ſorts : Firſt. ſome are ſuch as 6onfift 
is indjvifibili, which admit of no variation , fuch 
as are knowne to all Saints ia one degree or atio- 
ther, ſuch in which there is no poſstbility of alte- 
ration afterward ; let mee adde unto this, ſuch as 
the common l:1cht of all Chriſtians reacheth un- 
| E to, 
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to, as the obſervation of the Sabbath, the Law, &c, 
and divers other things; and let me adde unto that, 
ſuch things as doe mwediarely and Pay Con» 
cerne the Weale publike: theſe ought to be cftabli- 
ſhed ; there ſhould be ſuch Rules tor theſe, as all 
men ſhould goe by. But there are ſome other 


things in religion, wherot agoedand godh man may 


have no knowledge ; the knowledge whereof 1s ra- 
ther a priviledge unto ſome, then a proprie:y unto 
Saints : Rems.r 4. rhe Text faith there cxpreſly, that 
theſe were to be received into the Church , who 
heldfor Jewiſh Ceremonies at that time lawtull, 
(1 lay, ar that time } though they held them nor ne- 
ceſlary for (alyation : In things ot this nature God 
15 tender, and man ſhould be ſo too, and yet the 
weale publike not be hindered. | | 
Thirdly , in Reformation doe net make reaſon 
your r#/c, nor {ime you goeby ; it is the /5ne of all the 
Papiſts : God (ſay they) hath not lefle care of his 
Church in the New, then he had in the Old Teſta. 
ment ; *&ere he gave them one high Prieſt, who 
ſhould infallibly determine all controverfies ; and 
therefore »ow there ſhould be one Biſhop , who 
ſhould have the ſame light and power. You ſhall 
never read in Scripture where any man walkt atter 
the imaginations of his owne heart, but by and 
by you ſhall read he did doe wickedly ; In the 
point of worſhip of God the Text ſaith clearly, 
Ex0d.20.4. thou ſhalt not make «ro thy ſelfe, that 1s, 
- by thy owne wit, any thing which may as an iwage 
be like to what God hath md. asan image is 
to the perſon ; any thing which may keep God in 
' mind, or keep or ftirre up affeion to him, as a pi- 
cture doth to him it repreſents; nay it reacheth fur. 
ther then that: the greateſt reaſon in the world of 
any obedience is Gods nature: if he be God that 
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before the hynourable Houſe of Commons, 
gives being to all things, all things muſt dependon' 
him by faith ; if all things come from him , all 
things muſt returne to him asthe utmoſt end ; hee 
ought to be ſerved with all a man hath, becauſe 
all a man hath is from him. This the nature of 
God teacheth a man; but the nurere of God is not 
the reaſon, but his w4 is the realon of his exrward 
worſhip : it doth not follow, if God be God hee 
muſt be lerved with Sacraments, or ſ»ch Miniſters, 


but becaule he hath ſet it downe and a ppornted it : 


the ltecond Commandement doth torbic nor onely 
reaſon, but all divine reaſon, that 1s not GanRihed 
by inftitutien in the worſhip of God : I {ay not on-
